If any visiting monarch chose to do a 
little amatiMtr burgling the anthoritica 
woultl Ik* bound to overlook the matter, 
and it la doubtful whether there » any 
attean* by which the stolen pfo{>«r!y could 
|ie recovered. 

Thu*, a king need never be in waut of 
money iu a foreign country. For all lie 
Has to do l* to eotcr a bank, seise a 
bomile erf notww, a n d ^ pn t them in nta 
1 -ocket, or break a jcw^Dr’s window and 
help himself to any quantify of waU'lue, 
chains, and pni um* stones. He could 
l go into a rcstmtruut. onU-r a maguitfavm 
dinner with the rar«*st of wlue* and 
liqueur* and tho bc*t cigars, and refuse 
to pay the trill. The ru*taurateur would 
have absolutely no remedy. But if u 
I Ing iatmafted even the humblest citizen 
of the foreign couutry in which he was 
rejourning tho citiaeu might hit back. 
And if, in that cate, the King got tb- 
worst of tha encounter ho would have, 
uo redress. Likewise, if the authoritiee 
got w ind of a king's intcutiou to couuait 
some ofTcitcc ng.tfust the law they would 
hi justitUsi iu placiug him under n- 
Kiraint until 'his own governineut wu* 
communicated with. But they could not 
keep him a prisoner a moment longer 
than wa* ncceaaary, aud the restraint 
would have to be of the mildest possible 
r.aturo. In extreme case* they could re¬ 
quest the king to leave the country. And 
if be conuuillrd an unpardonable abuse 
of hospitality thi-y could rveu convey htm 
beyond the f fun tier.

Which prevailed throughout the province 
during the 24th. 25tb and 38th. For the 
ftmt two day* of the week the weajh«v wus 
cool and showery on the Const and the 
Lower Mainland.' This was caused by the 
hovering of a low barometer arm over 
British Columbia, while off the Coaat the 
barometer wag high. By the night of the 
23rd this low are^ gave place to the IWclflc 
area of high pressure, which, lo conjunction 
with a still more extensive area covering 
the Territories, caused the phru<*ncaayine 
and, hot spell above mentioned, liuriiuffthl* 
period the sky became cloudless, -aiftl the 
wind a which were chiefly light or moder¬ 
ate. blew from the hinted Interior towards 
the Coast. ; 

This abnormal and continuous heat caused 
a rapid mrttlng of the snow upon the moon-
